In spite of the new high license law 
and the suspension @f Sunday business, 
the production of ale and Jager beer in 
Newark has greatly increased since the 
law went into effect in June, as compared 
with the outpnt during the same season 
last year. he August consumption was 
101,660 barrels, or neatly %,000 tore than 
during the same month in 2887, and dur 
ing June, July and August the increase 
was 1,059 barrels. June and July showed 
a decrease, but Anjust showed a large 
gain. <A great deal of the increase is due 
to the fact that the bottling business has 
nearly doubled. During August one of 
the twenty-five brewers in Newark pro 
duced 20,000 barrels of ale and layer, and 
the smallest output of the five principal 
breweries was 6,000 barrels of lager.

JUSTICE WAITE’S LAST DECISION. 


Words that Will Live—Dissenting Opin- 
fon In the fowa Decision, 


It Will bo remembered that the United 


States supreme court recently decided that | 


Towa could not constitutionally prohibit 
the interstate ecrmerce in alcoholic bev- 
erages, tint right being reserved to con- 
gress. Justices Jamar did not unite in 
the decision. Chief Justice Waite, who 
died three days after the decision was an- 
nounced, Justiccs Harlan and Gray dis- 
sented from the majority opinion, In 
their Opinion the followihg strong words 
occur: 

“It fs adm'!tted that a state may pre- 
vent the introduction within her limits of 
rags or other goods infected with disease, 
or of cattle or meat or other provisions 
Which, from thelr condition, are unfit for 
human use or consumption, because it is 
said such articles are not merchantable 
or legitimate subjects of trade and com- 
merce, But suppose that the people of a 
state believe, upon reasonable grounds, 
that the gen 
is dangers to the public peace, the public 
health and the morals, what authority 
has congress or the judi iary to review 
their jJudginent upon the same, and | 
compel them to submit to a condi jon 
of things which they regard asdestructive 
of their bappincss, ard the peree and good 
order of societ If consistently with the | 
constitution of the United States a state | 
can protest her sound cattle by prohibit- 
ing altogether the introduction within her 
lirnits of diseased cattle she ought not to 
be deemed disloyal to that constitution 
when she secks similar legislation to pro- 
tect her people and their homes against 
the introduction of 
good faith and not unreasonably regarded 
by her citizens as ‘laden with infection’ 
more dangerois to the public than dis- 
eased catule or those rags containing the 
germs of disense.”’ 

It is inconceivable that the weil being 
of a state is at the merey of the liquor 
mannfacturers of another state 

“The silence of coneress upon the sub- 
ject of interstate commerce, as affected by 
police laws of the states enacted in good 
faith to promote the public bealth, the 
public morals and the public safety, and 
to that end prolibited the manufacture 
and sale within their limits of intoxicat- 
ing liquors to be used as a beverage, 
ought to have at least as much effect as 
the silence of conzress in reference to 
physical obstructions placed under the 
authority of a state ina mavicable water 
of the United States, The reserved power 
of the states to guard the health, morals 
and safety of their people is more vital to 
the existence of society than their power 
in respect to trade and commerce, having 
no ppssible connection with those subjects, 
For these reasvus we feel constrained to 
dissent from the opinion and judgment of 
the court.’!
